No Organization. 

The workers of the Sunshine 
BLcult Co. are not organized 
and are thoreforo forced to 
work nine hours dally, a 50- 
hour week. This is practically 
the same conditions as 10 years 
ago; while in othc? shops the 
workers work 44 hours and are 
now fighting for a 40-hour 
week. The workers who do 
piece work get a bit more than 
i he week worker, but they work 
under a torrlblo speed-up sys- 
tem. Tho greedy bosses aro not 
even satisfied with that; they 
often demand that tho workers 
work overtime. If anyono re- 
fuses to work overtlmo ho 
[might as well kiss good-byo to 
his job. If anyone thinks that 
I tho workers get paid for this 
overtlmo ho Is sadly mistaken. 

No such luxury exists In the 
"sweet" Sunshlno Company. 

Thrown & Few Cents. 

Onco in a while they glvo a 
worker a few cents extra so 
ihat ho will feel kindly towards 
Ills boss; just like some slaves 
feel towards their masters. 

When a legal holiday comes 
around the bosses ure very 
klndhearted. They closo up the 
factory but no wages aro paid 
to tho workers for tho holiday. 

Muring tho week of a legal holi- 
day, when a day’s wage is cut 
off our pay, we find It pretty 
hard to cover the week’s ex- 
pense. 

Sometimes it happens that 
one of us young workers comes 
In 10 mlnutua late to the fac- 
tory because wo arc tired of our 
previous day's work. Then a 
half hour’s wago Is taken off 
our pay. These aro the Impor- 
tant grievances of the young 
workers In tho Sunshine lilscult 
Company. 

Young Workers Must Unit*. 

Tho tlmo has now come 
when the young workers must 
wake up and start to fight to 
improve their conditions. The 
young workers of tho 8. B. C. 
must remember that not hy 
working overtlmo or by work- 
ing on a piece work basis, un- 
der a Bpeed-up system nor by 
going to the boas individually 
and as a begger asking him for 
a meager raise, can wo Improve 
our conditions.

I say that this exploitation 
must come lo an end. Workers of 
ih# Standard Tin l'late. 1 sppeal to 
organize and fight these damn rot- 
ten conditions.

possessed a union which helped the 
workers to defend themselves against 
the unjust treatment of their boss- 
es, and to bettor iholr working condi- 
tions. Now this union does not exist 

• tty. longer, which Is very unfortu- 
nate for tho workers, because with-, 
out this weapon they are open to the 
tuosi merciless exploitation and the 
vlleat abuse. Th#y work under the 
most wrptehed conditions. 

Here In New York City to the best 
of my knowledge there are about two 
thousand young girls employed In this 
Industry. I^t us take a look, at tome 
of these petticoat kkup*. 

Degrading Pises Work. 

In t he Uayley I’olllcoat factory at 
433 \V. iinth sired, there are employ- 
ed about 11 fly workers mostly young 
Uallati girls, front 16 lo 18 years. This 
Inn employes the well known pleco 
work system, driving tho workers lo 
the limit of tluMr physical endurance, 
for which they receive tho "magnlfl- 
ccnr salary of 816 to $ IS per week. 
The bosses still no! contented, reduce 
the "high'' salary. end Intensify tho 
work by causing the girls to compete 
against each oilier. Tho conditions 
are so bad In this shop that the work- 
ers frequently ronto and go. Iucldou- 
lally, | might mention that the fore- 
man U well paid, and as one of the 
girls suggested, *'A good watch dog" 
for the boss, but a contemptible cur 
for tho workers. Occasionally some 
of the girls voice their resebtment 
against the Inhuman treatment they 
receive; but wo# betldo those that 
srr caught. They ero promptly fired, 
even during the middle of the day. 
During the slow season those that are 
not fired have their wages cut about 
r.0 iv r cent. This Is the condition of 
one s|iop employing 60 worker*. Let 
t»« Investigate another ehop.

There li a labor gang In thla oom- 
pony and what work theoa men don't 
do 1* not vo.Ui meatldalng, that 
work* for a maximum of 60 cents an 
honr. This gang L* composed mostly 
of Italian men who have to work or 
starve. These mea work from 7 
e. m. (o S p. m. and sometime* long- 
er. Whon th* patent machines were 
put In, (hey worked day and night 
and Sunday also. That moan* thore 
1 j hardly any rest tor these men. 
They dig ditchc* end every other 
thing hi aero weather. They have 
for bosses men who are aanklllort 
and slave drivers. Yea, slavery still 
exist* In our country but U 1* not 
the Negro only, but th* whit* man 
too. 

Th* (In house and can factory girls 
make about twenty dollars for flftoen 
days. That la an average of $1.60 a 
day. Can a girl buy everything she 
needa with twenty dollars? No! 
Some of them are forced into prosti- 
tution to get a iRtie money which 
they need. 

When Christmas time comes they 
give every girl a box of candy. They 
have a reason for doing It and I 
think It Is to keep them quiet. 

What we get here le more work 
for eamo or lower wagea. This Is 
whet I call profit making for the capi- 
talist*. 



previously mentioned shop. Wagea 
are from $16 to $18 on the avorage. 
Protest against these oondKkma and 
you are immediately fired. If you 
even protest against the forced over 
timo work, for which you receive 
only regular pay, you land outside. 
This ehop le (or Irom being a work- 
ers’ paradise. 

Unsanitary Condition*. 

The Stuff Petticoat Co., 141 W. 17th 
St., N. Y. C. Tht* boss employes 
about 10 workers, "supporting them" 
by paying them from $16 (o $18 per 
week. The conditions In this shop be- 
sides being miserable are unuslally 
unsanitary. 

Here la a bigger shop. Joseph Ker- 
man, 127 W. 27th 8t., employing about 
76 workers, mostly Italian. Half are 
young workers, and in this ehop ni 
generally the case, they are the most 
exploited. They muet live on the "ge- 
nerous" salary of $10 to $15 per week. 
(We know they barely exist.) The 
aduR workers are not treated much 
better. Their salaries rango from 
$18 to $22 per week. This kind bos^ 
fire* those workers whom ho suspocti 
will ask for an Increase. Hut he is 
a philanthropic fellow. Ho even ar- 
ranged a Christmas party for the 
girls, and tbs girl* not suspoct Inn 
his motives (ell for It. During the 
party, the kind boss delivers a lec- 
ture on loyalty to the boss, proving 
to his own satisfaction the mutual In- 
terests of the boss and tho workers. 
Some of these well payed workers 
made a collection and gave tho boss 
a present. To $how his appreciation 
and proving th$ mutual Interest of 
boss and worker, he a few weeks 
later cut the wsgoe of the worker, es- 
pecially of the most active at the 
Chidetmas party. 1 think tho workers 
leaned their bitter lesson. This ehop 
Is also unsanitary. There are no tow- 
els for the workers, etc. 

There ere number# of other shops 
a* enumerated above, which tho work- 
ers slave their lives away. The ques- 
tion It "Whi\t shall we do?" WtU we 
continue to crawl like worms, or will 
w# stand up like men and women and 
fight against our Intolerable condi- 
tion#? I am aur* we will do the 
latter, because w* have nothing to 
lose and everything to gain.

NEW YORK OITY. — While distri- 
buting leaflets in front of Hearns de- 
partment store, which called on th* 
young workers to organise, (he store 
dicks had ua ar reeled. Hearns faith- 
ful detectives revolted at the thought 
of having (he young workers at 
Hearns read the le&fiet and revolt 
against their conditions, We succeed- 
ed in handing ou( about 700 before 
we were etopped by the police., 

We wero taken to the station' house. 
Charge* were preferred. That of lit- 
toripg the etreot with paper was 
thrown out on tho admission of the 
dicks that the young workers did not 
throw away the leaflots. They had 
to admit that they became loaned l- 
etoly interested end took (he leaflets 
along with them. So th* charge was 
changed to "disorderly conduct." Wo 
were then transfured to the night 
oourt to be tried. 

We were shoved into a cell to await 
trial. W* wero compelled to etgy 
six hours with 40 others In a stuffy 
coll fit to accommodate half that 
number. Our very respectable com- 
pany consisted of pimpe, drunkards, 
pickpockets, yeggs, etd. Altho we 
wore the first ones in, our cote was 
nearly tho last one to be colled. 
Joseph Brodsky, an attorney repre- 
senting the International Labor De- 
feuto defended us. We got out that 
night under 25 dollars hall apiece. 

Our case came up in the morn- 
ing. It teems that the Hearn* people 
were dotermlned to sot an example in 
order to prevent the league from con- 
tinuing Its agitation among the work- 
ers. They sent over an extra witness 
besides the two detectives. A fellow 
we never saw; but wh^ was appareut 
ly well drilled to give evidence. At- 
torney Iirodsky made both witnesses 
look silly on the stand. Th* Judge | 
did not trouble to ask for more. He] 
dismissed the case with the state- 
ment that we have a right to attempt 
to organlzo the Hesrne workers. He 
further stated that we did not com- 
mit any crime in distributing the 
leaflets. 

All of Hearn* efforts to curb the 
cnmpalgn were futile — for regsrtfesa 
of convictions or decisions of soy 
court tho league has really started 
mass activity, port of which Is the 
Hearns campaign. King Canute In 
trying to stop the waves from advanc- 
ing looked less silly than Hearns 
agents trying to atop the activity of 
(he league. 

Tho arrests will only result In the 
worker* of Hearns becoming more 
sympathetic to our message, end In 
arousing our comrades to still greater 
efforts and enthusiasm for the work 
of the league*.
